Tho  Southeastern  Toachors  played 
two  very  close  gamed  with  tho  Bearcats 
last  year,  and  Maryvillo  barely  nosed 
them  out.  The  Rangers  are  from  the 
Alya  Toachers  Collogo  and  wont  to  tho 
semi-finals  in  tho  tournament  at  Win¬ 
fiold,  Kan.,  last  year.  They  have  always 
played  in  the  National  Tournament  un¬ 
til  last  year,  and  have  tlio  snmo  club  as 
in  1929. 

Tho  Pittsburg  gamo  hero  on  Dec.  31 
promises  to  he  ono  of  tho  best  games 
of  the  season,  for  Pittsburg  was'  tho 
champion  of  tho  Kansas  Toachors  Col¬ 
leges  last  year.

Dr.  Robert  W.  Edmiston,  who  is  now 
assisting  Mr.  M.  W.  Wilson  in  tho 
chemistry  department  of  tho  College, 
camo  from.  Wapakoneta,  Ohio.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Edmiston  tho  name  Wapa- 
konota,  is  tho  name  of  an  old  Indian 
chief  Wapa  and  his  wife  Koneta.  At 
this  town,  Mr.  Edmiston  attended 
grado  school  and  was  graduated  from 
the  Blume  high  school  there  . 

Dr.  Edmiston  received  hip  A.  B.  de¬ 
gree  from  Miami  University  at  Oxford, 
Ohio,  in  1916  and  during  the  two  years 
that  lie  was  in  Collogo  thoro  ho  was 
assistant  instructor  in  chemistry.  After 
1910  ho  tought  mathematics  for  two 
yoars  in  Blume  High  School  in  his  hoihc 
town. 

During  tho  World  War  Dr.  Edmiston 
was  stationed  at  Edgowood  Arsenal  at 
Edgewood,  Maryland,  where  ho  helped 
to  make  war  gas.  After  tho  War  ho 
became  principal  6f  tho  high  school  at 
Cilina,  Ohio,  which  is  tho  county  s'eat 
of  Mercer  county,  Qhio. 

In  1921,  Mr.  Edmiston  took  his  M. 
A.  Degree  at  Ohio  Stato  University  at 
Columbus  and  tlion  ho  wont  to  Control 
High  School  at  Lima,  Ohio,  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  science  department,  which 
position  ho  hold  for  seven  yoars.  Dur¬ 
ing  tlio  last  two  years  that  Dr.  Edmis 
ton  waB  at  Lima,  ho  was  also  guidance 
director  in  tho  Central  Higli  Scliol, 
which  has  an  enrollment  of  2000  stud¬ 
ents. 

Wlion  Mr.  Edmiston  loft  Lima  ho 
wont,  to  Ohio  Stntc  University  on  a 
graduato  fellowship  in  tho  school  of 
education  administration,  and  received 
ins  Pli.  D.  Dcgrco  last  summer.  Mr. 
Edmiston  has  had  several  publications 
in  seionce,  guidance,  and  educational 
tests  and  measurcmontB.  His  wife  and 
nino  year  old  son  Robert,  are  for  the 
present,  living  in  Columbus,  Ohio.

Tlie  history  of  laBt  year  repeated  it 
self  in  tlio  Thanksgiving  Day  football 
tilt  at  Kirksvillo  when  tlio  Kirksvillr 
Bulldogs  defeated  the  Maryvillo  Bear¬ 
cats  for  the  championship  of  tho  M.  I. 
A.  A.  The  final  scoro  was  20  to  7. 

As  last  year,  tho  game  was  played  in 
tho  bittor  cold  with  a  froozing  north 
west  wind  blowing,  and  a  light  anow 
falling.  Most  of  tho  players  on  botl 
toams  had  a  hard  time  keeping  warm 
and  several  of  thorn  wore  gloves  to  tri¬ 
te  kocp  their  hands  warm.  The  Bear 
cat's  were  forced  to  resort  to  forward 
passes  after  tho  Bulldogs  had  scorci 
two  touchdowns,  but  tho  wind  madi 
this  form  of  attack  largely  ineffective 

Kirksvillo  received  tho  kickoff  on 
their  own  20-yard  lino  and  returned  i: 
to  tho  38-yard  lino  before  being  stopped 
They  then  took  tho  bail  down  tlio  field 
on  four  successive  first  downs,  to  the 
5-yard  lino.  Hero  the  Bearcats  held  fo: 
three  downs,  but  Hatcher,  150  pound 
of  dynamite,  passed  over  tho  goal  line 
to  Dougherty.  “Dutch”  Ovormior  broke 
thru  to  block  Hatcher’s  try  for  th<- 
extra  point,  and  the  score  was  6  to  0 
in  favor  of  the  Bulldogs. 

Kirksville  kicked  off  to  John  Smith 
on  tho  20-yard  line,  and  ho  rotumed  to 
tho  34-yard  line  boforo  boing  tackled.

Tho  tremendous  wasto  of  war  must 
he  stressed.  Our  country  has  already 
spent  fifty-two  billions  of  dollars  for 
tho  World  War.  Today  tho  nations  of 
tho  world  arc  sponding  annually  nearly 
four  billions  of  dollnrs  for  militarism. 
In  tho  United  States  over  70  por  cont  of 
tho  federal  income  is  spent  for  wnr  pur- 
pocss;  the  same  is  truo  in  England  and 
France.  But  Sweden  uses  only  20  por 
cent  of  her  national  taxes  for  war  pur¬ 
poses  and  can  accordingly,  dovoto  tho 
major  part  of  her  tax  money  for  schools, 
hospitals,  roads,  and  aid  for  unemploy¬ 
ment.  I 

Mr.  Mohus  said  that  an  international 
outlook  must  ho  devolopcd  in  our 
schools.  Modern  communication  has 
brought  the  whole  world  close  together. 
AVo  cannot  keep  aloof  from  tho  other’ 
sections  of  tho  world  oven  if  wo  so 
dosiro.  AVc  tried  it  in  1914,  but  wo  fail¬ 
ed.  We  should  enter  tho  World  Court 
at  the  first  step.  If  tho  Senate  were  al-  ] 
lowed  to  vote  on  the  World  Court  at  the 
short  session  wo  would  entor  by  a  vote 
of  75  to  21,  Mr.  Melius  declared.  If  the 
vote  is  not  taken:  until  after  March  4 
it  will  carry  by  78  to  18,  ho  prophesied.
